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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 8-23, drawn to a method of treatment for pathogen, classified in class 424, subclass 184.1* 

II. Claim 1 -22, 24, 27-37, and 39-46 drawn to an expression construct, a method of expresson of a 
transgene and method to treat cancer, in vivo, classified in class 435, subclass 320.1. 

III. Claims 18-22, 25, and 38, drawn to a method of altering genetic material of a mammal, classified in 
class 536, subclass 23.1. 

IV. Claims 1 8-22, and 26, drawn to a method to promote nerve regeneration, classified in class 435, 
subclass 368. 

Applicant is advised that where a single claim encompases more than one invention as defined above, upon 
election of an invention for examination, said claim will only be examined to the extent that it reads upon the elected 
invention. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions of groups l-IV are drawn to materially different methods. The invention of group I is drawn to a 
method of treatment of pathogens; the invention of group II is drawn to a method of treatment of cancer; the invention 
of group III is drawn to a method of treatment for genetic deficiencies; and the invention of group IV is drawn to a 
method of regenerating nerve growth. Each of these methods require different expression constructs encoding 
different therapeutic proteins, and different methods of utilization of said constructs to treat a disorder. 
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3, Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the 
art as shown by their divergent classifictions, recognized divergent subject matter and further because the searches 
required for the different inventions are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the inventorship must 
be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) rf one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an 
inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.46(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
